It always 
been observed with singular devotion by the Catholic 
te has been no less solemnly kept by the Church of 
“There is something striking and impressive in the ex- 
t to which so many of the Protestant denominations of the 
nited States have more lately come to observe Good Friday. 
In the larger communities, as for instance in Fort Wayne, 
Good Friday is quite generally kept by the churches other 
than the Catholic and Episcopal, with which the day always 
has been a time of greatest solemnity. In more rural parts 
leas extensive note is taken of it, and there are communities 
in which no Catholics or Anglicans can be found where the 
anniversary of the Lord’s death is given no observance, al- 

though Easter Sunday is universal. 


“Despite all evidences to the contrary, and there are 
many, the increasing observance among the general body of 
Protestant churches of this solemn day in the Christian reli- 
gion speaks a strong testimony for a better spirituality. And 
it is, assuredly, something to be noted with satisfaction by 
the faithful, no matter what their communion of sect may be, 
that there is an abating fear of sharing in the deepest solem-

\ineteen centuries.”

So excited were they that they 
set out at once for Jerusalem, to tell 
the Apostles What they had seen and 
heard.

their knife are often called “sword- 
swallowers” and should be in a circus 
instead of at a home table. Use your 
fork or spoon to place food in your 
mouth. It is improper to point or 
make gestures with your fork, or 
even to hold it in your hand with 
the point to the ceiling. 

When taking a piece of bread from 
the table, use your hand, and do not 
stab the bread with your fork. Break 
the bread off, a small piece at a time. 
This piece can be buttered and should 
be about the size of one bite. Do not 
take too much on your plate; ask for 
a second helping if you need it. Chil- 
dren should wait until the older ones 
at the table begin to eat, 

When passing a dish be very care- 

ful not to spill any of the food on your 
neighbor. Pass things carefully. 
a dish you do not like is passed to 
you, do not turn up your nose and say 
“That’s not good” or “I never could 
eat that,” but let the dish pass on 
quietly. 

If it should happen that. something 
is found in your food that you do not 
wish to eat, set it aside from the food, 
and do not tell everybody at the table 
about it. 

Your parents love to see you well 
behaved at table. Do these things at 
home, and you will be admired and 
complimented when you are away vis- 
iting. It is a pleasure to sit down to 
a table where the children are well 
trained and the meal is not spoiled by 
constant scolding of the children for 
their bad manners.
